BEWARE ‘PAINLESS TUMORS.’ 


E seem to. be making some 
headway against cancer be- 
cause the general public is bet- 
ter informed. More people know 

better what symptoms should cause one 
to suspect cancer, to find out what the 
trouble is and have it attended to, 

I think another reason is the better 
knowledge of the limitations of plasters 
as cures. We have no more “ cures” 
than our fathers had. We do not even 
know what causes cancer. We are al- 


most as ignorant about it as we used to. 


be. That is, we, the doctors, The peo- 
ple have learned almost as much as the 


doctors know, and that ig the cause of 


the gain. 

A study of 519 cases cared for in the 
Massachusetts General hospital, made 
by Drs. Simmons and Daland, showed 
that the average age of the group was 
52.9 years. The cases ranged in age 
from 14 to 83 years. : 

Accepting the statements of patients, 
the average length of time from the 
date when the cancer first was observed 
to the patitent’s‘entry into the hospital 
was a little over twelve months, 


~o 

It is agreed that that period must be 
greatly shortened if we are to make 
much headway in getting such patients 
well. On an average it was 5.4 months 
before these patients saw the doctors 
after they noticed the growth. After 
the doctor had taken his time to watch 
the tumor and make his diagnosis he 
told the patient what the trouble was 
and advised operation in most cases. It 


only took three weeks on the average 


for the patient to accept the advice and 
undergo operation. 

There is a lot for the public to learn 
from the explanations of delay given by 
the patients. The patients with cancer 
of the breast said they did not see the 
doctor earlier because the tumor “ did 
not pain.” In cancer of the breast there 
is no pain until the growth is ad- 
vanced. 


A painless chronic ulcer oftthe tongue 
is almest invariably cancer. 

In spite of this 25 per cent of this 
group said it was pain that made the 
first suspect cancer. . 

A large proportion of them suspected 
cancer first when they had a hemor- 
rhage. Every woman who flows subse- 


quent to the change of life should sus- 


pect cancer and have an examination 
without delay. 

Hemorrhage from the stomach is not 
an early sign of cancer. It is not safe 
to wait for hemorrhage as a sign of can- 
cer of the rectum. Whenever a person 
who has been constipated changes to 
regular bowel habits, or a person with 
regular bowel habits develops loose how- 
els without gxplanation, cancer should 


be suspected. Most cases of cancer of 


the lower bowel are treated for hemor- 
rhoids for months before cancer is sus- 
pected, 


BETTER BE EXAMINED. 
A. N. writes: “ Every once in a while 
I get a terrible sting in my heart and I 


have to stop whatever I am doing until 
it passes. Sometimes it lasts about five 
minutes and sometimes about twenty 
minutes. What I want to know is what 
causes it and is there any way to put a 
stop to it. Do you think it is from the 
food I eat or from exertion?” : 
REPLY. 

‘As a rule pains around the heart are of no 
great importance. Some people escapes them 
by keeping their feet warm and others suc 
ceed just as well by applying porous plasters. 
However, there are certain pains and un- 
comfortable feelings in the heart which are 


very significant. It is generally wise for @ 
person who has such pains to have his 


heart examined, but if no disease is. fouud 


he should scratch his heart from the list 


of worries. “ 


TRY KEROSENE TREATMENT. 
K. F. writes: “I have a daughter 13 
years of age. I continually have trouble 
with her hair. I have to wash it at least 
three times a week, otherwise she will 
have lice. That, of course, does not look 
well. What can I use so I shall not have 
to wash her hair so often? At present all 
I use for her hair when washing is soap 
and water.” 
REPLY. 
If you are certain your daughter has lice 
in her hair proceed as follows: Saturate the 
hair with kerosene. Wrap the head in a 
towel and leave for thirty minutes. Be 
careful to keep her away from flame of any 
kind. Wash the kerosene out with soap and 
water. Dry. Saturate the hair with hot 
vinegar, aa hot as she can stand. Wash the 
vinegar out with water. Dry. Grease. Comb 
with a fine tooth comb. If you find lice in 
her head after this treatment, it means that 
she is being reinfested from some other mem- 
ber of the family or from some playmate. 


Some school inspectors think it necessary 


when a child is found with an infested head 
to go to the home and treat the child and 
also other miembers of the family. On the 
other hand, some parents say it does no good 
to clean up their children’s heads unless all 
the children in the school attended are also 
cared for. é

idly. Is milk of magnesia as a: mouth 
wash good? ” 
REPLY. 

It is all right to use milk of magnesia as 
a mouth wash, but do not stop there, Visit 
your dentist periodically and have him fill 
all cavities promptly. After each meal clean 
the food from your teeth with dental floss 
or toothpicks. Eat an abundance of acid 
fruits and hard bread. Drink plenty of milk.

LLOYD GEORGE IN IRELAND. 

Chicago, Oct. 23.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Lloyd George has premised his 
indictment against Ireland on two points 
{1} the disloyalty of the Irish people, 
and [2] Ireland does not bear her fair 
| proportion of the cost of government. 

As te the first: There can be no dls- 
‘loyalty save where a people has previ- 
‘ously pledged its allegiance: there can 


| be no disloyalty save where a people are | 


fairly governed. The Irish race has 
, never pledged its fealty to the British 
_government. The Irish people, according 
| te Gladstone in his peroration on home 
‘rule in the house of commons in 1886, 
, have never been given a fair govern- 
|ment, nor an equal government. But 
granting that the Irish people have had 
| equal government and that they did pro- 
| fess allegiance, then it is not true that 
they were disloyal in 1914-'15-'16, for 
| within that time there were more volun- 
_ teers from the south of Ireland pro rata 
_ than even the United States furnished in 

1917-'18. 

In this connection it may be asked 
what regiment was in front at the first 
Marne. Was it not the Munster Fusileers 
and over 70 per cent remained dead on the 
| field; what was the complexion of the ill 
fated expedition to Suvla Bay, where 55 
per cent of the dead were Irish; who was 
O'Leary, who was Redmond, who was 
Kettle? What regiment fought in front 
at the first Chateau-Thierry, and at 
what price, and who was Gen. Gough; 
what was the complexion of the original 

Mesopotamia expedition, and who was 
Maude? What of Kitchener, Beatty, Cal- 
laghan, Madden, Esmonde, Granard, Kel- 
ly, Daly, O’Beirne, O’Connor, Flynn, 
Healy, Sir Philip O’Dwyer, Sir Bryan 
Mahon? 

- And thenwhat happened? Nothing more 
or less than that the home rule bill (As- 
quith act) already passed by the lords 
and commons, already officially pro- 
claimed, before the time for its actual 
enactment and force, was by royal war- 
rant suspended, and once again the hope 
‘held out and the pledge given were bro- 
‘ken; from that on the Irish refused to 
bleed for a perfidious government. But 
that was not all. Lloyd George safi, “I 
will call a convention representative of 
all the people and that convention will sit 
in Ireland, make inquiry and report its 
findings and I pledge myself to abide by 
its findings.” He named the convention 
and he only; no one interfered. There 
were men of all kinds and all shades of 
opinion—from all sections of Ireland. 
They spent eleven months in their labor 
and then by a majority of over five to 


one they reported, but ali: to no use— 
Lloyd George cast their findings to the 
four winds. 

As to the second premise: In _ 1886, 
strange to say, Lord Randolph Churcbill, 
as leader of the Tory party the succeeded 
Gladstone in the house of commons said: 
“I propose for Ireland a fair deal; there 


must be ‘similarity ‘and simultaneity’ 
in the government of Ireland and Eng- 
land’’; he meant from a fiscal stand- 
point. There was the usual delay, and 

delay; but at last, namely Feb. 18, 1896, 
came in what was known as the report 
of the Childers commission. That was 
a commission of the house of commons, 
composed of eleven members of parlia- 
mént, the inquiry having been held under 
oath. Of the eleven ONLY nine .were 
Ienglish and Scotch; there were two 
Irish—one, an Orangemnan, Saunderson 
and the other, Thomas Sexton (by the 
way still, and I believe now the only 
one, living)..

KEEPING UP BREAD PRICES. 
Chicago, Oct. 20.—[{Editor of The 
une.J—Your editorial entitled ‘“ Whe 
Wins When the Farmer Loses?” is moat 
timely and commendable. You quote 
Mr. Fleischmann as one of the largest 
bakers in the country, whereas he is a 
yeast manufacturer; but the fnportant 
point is his declaration to the bakers 
that bread prices would not come down, 
despite cheaper flour and other materials 
that enter into the manufacture of bread. 
The writer over a year ago saw the 
“wage sheet’ of a medium size whole 
sale bakery and noticed that the smaii- 
est wages paid to a bakery wagon driver 
were $70 a week and some were getting 
as high as $100 a week. The bosses, 
confronted by a strike. were told to come 
across and pass the »uck on to the dear 
people.

PARIS, Oct. 23.—The Versailles 
treaty}is staggering under a new blow 
today because Poland refuses to sign 
the Danzig agreement as provided, on 
grounds of insufficient guarantees for 
freedom of the port.

WINDOW TRIMMING IDEAS. 


OME makers are all loeking at 
this time of vear for new ideas 
in window trimming. When to 

* use shades and when to use cur- 

tains,“ what materials to select and 

what tMmmings, What color contrasts 
to employ, and how to make up the 
material after it has been selected all 


are live questions of burning interest. 


Fashionable. decorators have for 
some time despised the rofler shade. 
They claim that every physical tunc- 
tion performed by the vccller shade 


could be just as satisfactorily and far 


more artistically performed by curtain 
hangings. They say that the repeated 
introduction of roller shades upon al! 


occasions shows utter want of decora- 


tive resource. All this may be justified 


in a sense, but it is extreme. 


I for my part find dark roller shades 
in bedrooms absolutely essential to

the window frames are rot archittéc- 
tural features that bear the test of 
austere treatmerit. On ‘he contrary, 
the best course is ‘o hide them under 
the protective folds of draperies and 
valances. The *most effective conceal- 
ment is made by means of a painted 
valance board, fitted straight across the 
window top, with curtains suspended 
from inside of it. if you cannot paint 
a valance board cover one with neutral 
tinted wall paper and cut out a motif 
from either chintz or wall paper and 
apply it with library paste. Or substi- 
tute a shaped lamobrequin. 
Curtains have never been ag much 
trimmed as they arg at present. So if 
you have some old plain curtains, a 
little contrasting material used as a

Miss Akins has called the doctors 
in the somewhat threadbare contro- 
versy over the details of Lady Helen's 
demise in the last act.

Perhaps I do ngt know the difference 
between. art ahd craft. It seems un- 
gracious to look too closely at a gift so 
munificent as Miss Barrymore's per- 
formance, but she would be better, if 
she intoned Jess and were less hurried- 
ly indistinct in the semi-hysterical. in-

Without lifting the “S” volume of 
the encyclopedia can anyone present 
tell teacher who Haym Salomon was? 
Or what he did for his country? No? 
Well, teacher is not surprised. He 
wasn't so very sure himself. Haym 
Salomon, children, was the patriotic 
Jew who. loaned George Washington 
money with which to finance the revo- 
lution during and following the re- 
treat of the continentals across what 
is now Washington Heights and was 
in 1776 a wooded wilderness to the 
north of New York. 


Louis Mann knew about him. Or 
heard of him last season when a play 
with Salomon as the hero was sub- 
mitted to him by Samuel Shipman and 
Victor Victor. And he promptly elect- 
ed to play him—partly because he 
liked the play and partly because 
Louis, being a Jew, has a pardonable 
pride of race. 


The play is called “The Unwritten 
Chapter,” and it begins with a pro- 
logue in which one of Haym Salomon’s 
descendants, a hero in the recent world 
war, has been invited to the home of 
a wealthy New York bounder who 
boasts that no Jew has ever broken 
bread with him, or ever will... The 
bounder’s son has done the inviting, 
because young Salomon is the boy 
who saved his life over there, but 
father insists the invitation shall be 
withdrawn. Whereupon the son offers 
to wager his proud pater that, if he 
will agree to meet the unwelcome 
guest, he will not only suffer an im- 
mediate change of heart toward the 
Jewish race, but will himself insist 
that the invitation hold. 

The war hero comes; the snobbish 
father engages him in conversation 
and during their talk hears the story 
of Haym Salomon’s sacrifices for 
America. As the story is begun the 
scene darkens and the incidents at- 


tendant upon the great Jew’s revolu- 
tionary record are enacted. Haym is 
#hown in his home, as a patriotic sup- 
porter of Gen. Washington when 


‘the American congress was treating 


the father of his country rather rough- 
ly. There is a Sabbath eve meeting 
of wealthy Jews whom Salomon in- 
duces to loan their gold to the cause 
of Uberty, culminating in his im- 


prisonment by Gen. Howe of the 


British army and his sentence to be 
shct at dawn. - 

Then back to the scene in 1920, the 
conclusion of the story and the ac- 
count of Salomon’s escape. By this 


time father is convinced that “ we are. 


all Americans after all,” young Sal- 
omon is urged to stay to dinner and 
the son wins his wager. 

It isn’t much of a play, being slow- 
paced as drama and rather deliber- 
ately studded with patriotic speeches 
in defense of loyalists of all creeds. 


But it serves a purpose in reminding 


the forgetful that there was such a 
man as Haym Salomon, Mr. Mann, 
without his dialect. and with little 
chance to é¢mploy his talent as a 
comedian, gives a conventionally sym- 
pathetic performance as the hero, and 
is capably assisted by a cast that irf- 
cluaes Lucille Watson, Arleen Hackett 
and Frank Kingdon. 


Another new play of the week was 
“The Ou usp Mrs. Palmer,” a 


frank study of the temperamental ac- 


tress as represented by Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell. Mary Young, a popular 
player in Boston and a gifted actress, 


plays the Campbell réle and is amas- 
ingly like the Englishwoman in voca) 


intonations and in those fascinating 
characteristics that have stamped Mre. 
Pat as an outstanding personality of 
the theater. It is so good an imitation, 
in fact, that it. weakens the charac 
ter’s effectiveness in the drama. 

The story has to do with Mrs. Mi- 
chael Palmer's loyalty to her Idier 
son—the one person in the world for 


whom she cares. So strong is her love 
for him that it breeds an unreasoning

of his alleged illegitimacy in order to 
separate him from his fiancée.

The play has had a considerable suc- 
cess in Boston,. where the excellent 
performance of Miss Young carried it. 
In New York, where she is not at all 
well known, the play’s future is still in 
doubt.

Legumes Faftors in 

The use of the limestone, rock phos- 
phate, sweet clover, and other legumes 
are revolutionizing agriculture in the 
southern counties.

gard the chinch bug, corn ear: worm. 
and other serious farm pests in that 
section. 
has had so much to do with improving 
that part of the state as the applica- 
tion of limestone. Hundreds of car-

Farm advisers have carried on edu- 
cational campaigns, encouraging the 
farmers to use limestone on their 
farms.

One pecan tree produced 1,500 pounds 
of nuts last year that sold for 20 cents 
a pound, or a total of $300. 


Greatest in Fruit Production. 


“But Egypt is greatest in its fruit 
production,” says Mr. Gilbert. “From 
Effingham to Cairo and from Carmi td 
East St. Louis large areas are devoted 
to peach, apple, and pear orchards. 
The western states have standardized 
and advertised their products, but 
many southern Illinois fruits are supe- 
rior in quality to the boasted products 
of the west.
